CI.EVELAND, June 12— Alf M. Lindon. Pennsylvania- 
born Governor of Nan sos, was nominated tor I resident by tin 
Republican National Convention last night. 
I Ie was made the unanimous choice of the convention 
after the roll call of the States had produced 19 votes for Senator 
William E. Borah, of Idaho. 
Eighteen of these ballots were cast by instructed delegates 
from Wisconsin. 
One came from the West Virginia delegation. 
After the Landon total of 984 out of 1003 delegates had 
bern announced, the Wisconsin delegation moved that the 
nomination be made unanimous. 
Down from the high vaulted roof of the convention hall 
came a deluge of balloons and colored paper as the Prairie State 
Governor was officially proclaimed the Republican candidate 
for President. 
I he band struck up the National Anthem. On the stage a 
huge American flag was unfurled. And in the centre of the 
platform there was undraped a large photograph of the 
nominee.
